Extra = Indians Drop Swastika 
As Symbol As Blankets Burned 





By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

TUSCON, Ariz.—Because the 
swastika has now become a sym- 
bol of Nazi “acts of oppression,” 
four Arizona Indian tribes, 
which used the design in their 
baskets and blankets for years 
before Hitler was ever heard of, 
this week held a solemn ceremony 
foreswearing any further use of 
the hooked cross. 

Collecting a blanket, basket 
and decorated clothing bearing 
the swastika in a pile, the Indians 
sprinkled colored sand over the 





heap and set it afire. The four 
tribal chiefs then issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 

“Because the ornament which 
has been a symbol of friendship 
among our forefathers for many 
centuries has been desecrated by 
another nation of peoples: 

“Therefore, it is resolved that 
henceforth from this date and 
forever more our tribes renounce 
the use of the emblem commonly 

known as swastika, or fylfot, on 
our blankets, baskets, art objects 
and paintings and clothing.”

\Nazi Concede I Food 


And Supplies to Go to 
All Races and Creeds 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

WASHINGTON — Refusing io 
distribute relief in Poland without 
American supervision to ensure 
that it goes to sufferers of all races 
and creeds, the American Red 
Cross has obtained from the Nazi 
authorities a supplementary agree- 
ment which will permit Red Cross 
representatives to enter the “Gouv- 
ernement-General” of Poland long 
enough to supervise issuance of 
supplies. 

It was learned that the American 
Commission for Polish Relief, which 
envisions a far broader relief pro- 
gram than the Red Cross emer- 
gency aid—a program involving ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 monthly— 
had been offered the same terms 
as the Red Cross, but was not com- 
pletely satisfied because it wished 
permanent supervision by. Ameri- 
cans who wauld be able to reside 
in Nazi Poland. 

James T. Nicholson, Red Cross 
representative, cabled Red Cross 
headquarters here from Berlin that 
he had been given permission for 
an “unlimited stay” in Cracow to 
supervise distribution of supplies 
from the Red Cross warehouse 
there. 

Discussing the supplementary 
agreement with the J. T. A., Davis 
said: “I would not permit the dis- 
tribution of supplies from the Red 
Cross warehouse in Cracow until 
the supplementary agreement was 
reached.” Nicholson will supervise 
distribution of six carloads of sup- 
plies now in the Red Cross ware- 
house and eight carloads en route 
to Cracow from Genoa, Italy. 

Under the supplementary agree- 
ment, Davis said, supplies will be 
distributed directly through the 
Polish Red Cross or, in areas where 
the Polish Red Cross does not op- 
erate, by a local committee com- 
prising five Poles, a German and a 
Jew. He added that wherever the 
Joint Distribution Committee was 
still operating, supplies for the 
Jews would be allocated to this or- 
ganization.

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FRANKLY SPEAKING... 


An Interpretation of 
The Washington Scene 


By PAT FRANK 


QINCE the current session of Congress began, the United States 
Government has distributed more anti-Semitic literature than 
all Pelley’s publications combined. 














This anti-Semitic literature has all been printed in the Con- 
gressional Record, and distributed from one end of the country to 
the other, and sent to most foreign nations. Almost all of it has 
been inserted in the Record by the Hon. Jacob Thorkelson, humor- 
ously called the Gentleman from Montana. 


Thorkelson is the most consistent putter-in-the-Record in all 
Congress, and hardly a day goes by that you won’t find him, as the 
session opens, demanding the floor to “extend his remarks.” He 
finds it better to “extend his remarks” than to speak himself. 
There are two reasons for this. In the first place, it is doubtful 
whether he would dare take the floor and utter the sentiments 
expressed in his “extension of remarks,” because he would find 
himself under the fire of his colleagues. He’d rather speak in 
excerpts from anti-Semitic newspapers and magazines, some of 
which he doesn’t bother to name, back in the appendix, than say the 
same things himself. 

In the second place, Thorkelson is a dreary orator, and drones 
his words in a heavy accent. He can empty the House chamber and 
the press gallery quicker by rising to his feet than can the sergeant 
at arms by shouting “Fire!” 

But day after day he exercises his hatred for the Jews in the 
Congressional Record, and the mighty Congress of the United States 
can’t stop him. He has been excoriated from the floor by such 
leaders as Sam Rayburn of Texas for the tripe he injects into the 
Record, but that’s all that can be done. If when he asked unani- 
mous consent to “extend his remarks,” and there was objection, 
then Thorkelson could block most of the routine work of the House 
by objecting to the unanimous consent requests of all the other 
members. 

All this costs the taxpayers money, and it runs into a pretty 
sum. Each page Thorkelson throws into the Record costs approxi- 
mately $200 as the daily printing bill. 

The Record has a free circulation of nearly 10,000 copies—all 
paid for by the taxpayers (including, of course, Jews) and in addi- 
tion has many thousands of paying subscribers. 

But that isn’t all. Thorkelson can have his own private copies 
of his remarks printed by the Government at a ridiculously low cost 
—and then can distribute them by the thousand without paying 
postage. How? He sends them out under his Congressional frank. 
And you pay for it! 

Some of the stuff Thorkelson has put in the Record has been 
traced to such sources as the German propaganda agency, World 
Service, Pelley’s magazine, Liberation, and “Action” publication 
of Mosley’s British Fascists. So we find the United States Govern- 
ment in the peculiar position of paying for the printing and dis- 
tribution of Nazi propaganda. 

Everyone knows about Thorkelson’s past. Born in Norway (he 
now would restrict immigration), he became a sea captain, and later 
a physician. He was elected pretty much by accident. The powers- 
that-be in Montana were so disgusted with Rep. Jerry O’Connell, 
the Democrat incumbent, that the Republicans managed to put in 
their choice, Thorkelson, as one of the two Congressmen from his 
State. 

Thorkelson’s Big Moment came when William Dudley Pelley 
acclaimed him as America’s man of the hour, and suggested that 
he be elected President. Unfortunately, there was the little matter 
of Thorkelson not having been born in the United States. So the 
boom halted. 

Thorkelson has been a headache not only to the Republican lead- 
ership and the Congress as a whole, but to the Senators from his 
own State. Senator Burkton K. Wheeler, who has as good a chance 
as anyone save Roosevelt of becoming the Democratic nominee 
for President this year, has often tried to persuade Jake to put a 
halt to his tactics. But Thorkelson is stubborn, and he’ll never 
stop using the Congressional Record as a sounding board for his 
Jew-hating until he is no longer in the Congress of the United 
States.

American Jewry not to think about 
the Jewish problem in Europe only 
and exclusively in terms of relief. 
You have already become too much 
accustomed to it. Many parts, if 
not the majority, of American 
Jews have grown accustomed in 
the last years to regard the whole 
Jewish problem from the sole 
standpoint of refugees and relief. 
This is a very dangerous point of 
view. The first consequence of this 
belief is that the world generally 
is beginning to think about Jews 
in such terms. I have said on an- 
other occasion that sometimes an 
attitude of our Gentile friends in 
the last years is more insulting to 
us than the fight against us organ- 
ized by our enemies. Once the 
problem of a living people of a 
great historic community has been 
lowered to the level of a refugee 
and charity problem these people 
are lost. How can one expect the 
non-Jews to realize the historical 
importance of the Jewish problem 
if the Jews themselves think about 
it and act about it solely on terms 
of relief and of charity? Separa- 
tion of relief and political work is 
artificial and unjustified. No re- 
lief can be organized without po- 
litical work which creates the con- 
ditions on which organized relief 
work is rendered possible.

Jews. .If Jewish organizations in 
the world would have limited their 
activities to relief the government 
would have done what it wanted to 
do; one million Jews would have 
been ruined over night and then 
American Jewry would have been 
called in to collect millions of dol- 
lars to help Roumanian Jews. By 
organizing a world-wide fight 
against the Goga government pub- 
licly, openly, by getting the help 
of the British and French govern- 
ments, by bringing the issue be- 
fore the League of Nations, by 
bringing the question for three 
weeks to the attention of world 
public opinion, the World Jewish 
Congress succeeded in defeating 
the Goga government. 


You may have heard of the fa- 
mous scene when the Roumanian 
king called in Goga and asked him 
to resign because of this world- 
wide campaign; and when Goga, 
broken and furious, left the pal- 
ace, said to the journalists who 
surrounded him, “Israel, you have 
won.” By this intervention the 
ruin of Roumanian Jewry was pre- 
vented and with infinitely less 
money than relief would have re- 
quired, Roumanian Jewry was 
saved and permitted to go on living 
their own lives and not to depend 
for their existence on charity and 
relief. This example repeats itself 
day by day. because in many other 
countries political work and inter- 
vention is helpful and necessary 
and must be done day by day. 


Unfortunately, American Jewry 
is helping much less in this respect 
than it is doing jn relief work. The 
tens of thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars necessary for 
this work are not forthcoming. 
The World Jewish Congress re- 
ceives its sole support in the United 
States from the American Jewish 
Congress, and the American Jew- 
ish Congress has to contend with 
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much opposition against the World 
Jewish Congress, while you con- 
centrate only on the millions of 
dollars necessary for relief. It is 
time that American Jewish leaders 
should realize the importance of 
political work and understand that 
to help suffering and fighting Jews 
is primarily a political task and 
only as a last resort a task of re- 
lief. 


Must Unite on Peace Aims 


And now the last problem, the 
most important of all. The world 
is in war and preparing for the 
peace. Peace may come late, it 
may come soon. But everyone who 
understands the political position 
in Europe realizes that to settle 
the coming peace may be even 
more difficult than to smash Hitler- 
ism and win the war for the Allies. 
If Europe will have a peace like 
after the last war, it will mean a 
new war in ten years and the end 
of European civilization. Everyone 
agrees that a new organization of 
political life in Europe must be. set 
up and the best minds and brains 
of the democratic powers, the bel- 
ligerent and the neutral ones, are 
already working today on the prob- 
lems of peace. 

We Jews have to do the same 
thing. I warn you against the de- 
lusion that our only task is today 
to feed starving Jews, because once 
Hitler will be defeated the Jewish 
problem will be solved by the vic- 
tory of the democratic powers au- 
tomatically. This is a dangerous 
illusion. There was a Jewish prob- 
lem in Europe long before Hitler. 
Just by repeating the old formulae 
of liberalism; of equality of rights; 
the problem will not be solved. I 
am not dealing with the Zionist 
aspect of the problem tonight; I 
am dealing with the European 
aspect. Do not believe that the de- 
mocracies will solve the problem 
for the Jews; no people in history 
has ever been saved by other peo- 
ples. They may be most friendly 
to us, but the salvation of a people 
depends entirely on itself. We have 
to realize the complications and 
difficulties of the Jewish proBlem, 
to learn from the experiences of

Germans Registering - 
For Visas Fill Quota 
For Next Eleven Years 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
WASHINGTON—The number of 


immigrants seeking entry into the 
United States has more than 
doubled in the last fiscal year, the 
State Department revealed. On 
June 30, 1939, the number of aliens 
registered at consular offices as 
prospective immigrants was 657,- 
3538, representing a tremendous 
backlog which could not be ex- 
hausted in years under the pres- 
ent quotas. In 1938 the applicants 
totalled 317,606. 


Of the present number, 309,782 
are chargeable to the German quota 


Since the German quota is 27,370 
annually, it would take eleven years 
for all these to secure entrance 
under the quota even if no more 
applied for immigration. 

During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, only 58,853 quota and 23,- 
813 non-quota visas were issued by 
consuls abroad, the Department 
revealed. This is a gain of only 
7,000 over the last year, despite

When I worked on a daily. news- 
paper I was known for two things: 
getting the paper sued for libel 
and asking silly questions. Both 
of these proclivities I have carried 
over into the Anglo-Jewish field. 
Of course no one has sued this 
paper for libel, and we all know 
why, but you should see how pa- 
tient some of my friends have to 
be with me when they are trying 
to explain something which they 
feel is as obvious as my nose for 
news, but which I have a great 
deal of difficulty in digesting. 

What I mean is this. Remember 
my continued disbelief in the dia- 
dactic denial of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency that they are own- 
ers of the Seven Arts Feature 
Service. I should be satisfied, but 
whenever I get a chance I go dig- 
ging, asking people, wanting to 
know why and how come this and 
that. 

With this result. Now from a 
source which I consider extra re- 
liable, I learn that George Backer, 
president of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency, is owner of Seven 
Arts. This is no great crime. The 
only harm this joint ownership can 
.do is to prevent some organization 
which the ownership frowns upon 
from receiving proper publicity in 
the Anglo-Jewish press. 

For instance, every Anglo-Jew- 
ish publication worthy of being 
called a publication has taken a 
whack at the impotent General 
Jewish Council. Yet the J.T.A. 
only once, to my memory, reported 
a meeting of the G.J.C, and on 
that occasion immediately sent out 
a “kill” order to delete every bit 
of the article that was of any con- 
sequence. 

Were there two competing news 
services, the chances of accurate 
reporting would be exactly double 
what they are now. At present 
there is as much freedom of the 
press in the Anglo-Jewish field as 
one man, one viewpoint, allows, 
and this is no reflection on this 
one man’s honesty or integrity. It 
means ony that there can’t be any 
real difference of opinion. 

The next step is for the J.T.A., 
if I’m right, and the Seven Arts 
(I hope I’m right) to send out a 
statement of the real situation. 
And truly I'll forever hold my 
peace.

The Transcript said it referred “to the annual 
drives of the Federated Fund, the B’nai B’rith, 
the Hadassah Donors’ Luncheon, the Talmud Torah 
Bazaars, New Year’s balls and dances, annual 
picnics, and hundreds of other enterprises which 
it is required to popularize, entirely at its own 
expense.” “The Transcript,” the editorial says, 
“should not be required to carry the load” and it 
“should be shared by the institutions benefitted.” 
The impassioned plea of The Transcript does 
not find a counterpart in the situation in Indi- 
anapolis. The Jewish Welfare Fund drive always

arranges for paid space to supplement the news 
matter announcing its annual drive, most organ- 
izations use paid advertising to enhance the at- 
tendance at their large affairs, and those who 
like the B’nai B’rith or the Council of Jewish 
Women have little call for paid advertising usual- 
ly show their appreciation by buying space for 
greetings at the important holidays of the year. 


~ Still there is enough applicability of the Seattle 
situation to Indianapolis to warrant comparison. 
Some organizations still persist in using the two 
local publications for meeting notices, announce- 
ments of their affairs, and other purposes which 
save them the stamps, printing and other ex- 
penses, but never consider the possibility of in- 
serting paid advertising on special occasions. 


In all fairness, however, most Indianapolis Jew- 
ish organizations escape inclusion when the 
charge is made that they fail to give recognition 
and support to their local Jewish press.

that he can be kept in the United States perma- 
nently. 

The Post is‘now reprinting the speech Mr. Gold- 
mann delivered in Detroit some weeks ago before 
the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federa- 
tions. If he stays in the United States, Goldmann 
would make a splendid guest speaker to open In- 
dianapolis’ Welfare Fund Drive set this year for 
April 11-20. 


New National Sorority Boon for Campus 


LEDGING by Sigma Delta Tau of Sigma Phi 

Upsilon, local Jewish sorority on the campus 
of Indiana University at Bloomington, marks the 
third important event in Indiana Jewish fraternity 
and sorority circles in the present year. First was 
the announcement by Sigma Alpha Mu of plans 
for the building of a new fraternity house. Then 
Phi Beta Delta, not to be outdone, last week made 
public its own plans for the construction of an 
imposing structure to replace its present home. 

Recognition by Sigma Delta Tau, one of the 
five national Jewish sororities, of Sigma Upsilon, 
will fill a lack in the “organized” life of the 
campus which has been felt for some time. Both 
S. A. M. and P. B. D., each well over ten years old, 
have thrived on the Indiana Campus, and given 


their national organizations two of their finest 
chapters in the United States. As a result, more 
and more of the State’s fine Jewish boys have 
converged on Bloomington, but the girls, on the 
other hand, because of the fact that there was no 
national Jewish sorority there, often decided on 
Illinois, or Michigan, or Ohio to further their 
education. 

In all probability, the Jewish student enrollment 
at Indiana will grow by leaps and bounds within 
the next few years. A fine Hillel Foundation, two 
strong national fraternities, and now a splendid 
sorority, should make the campus at Bloomington 
a mecca not only for high school graduates from 
our own State, but from neighboring States as 
well.

Maury Maverick Tells Why He Refused to 
Withdraw Rebuke to Five Jews in Vigilante Group 
Stopping Meeting—Another definition of Democ- 
racy :“Democracy is liberty plus economic se- 
curity. It is the right to think, talk, pray and 
eat regularly.” That summary sounds clear and 
uncomplex, as though it were directed to simple 
minds from a simple, down-to-earth individual. 
... It was.... The definition is that of Maury 
Maverick, the kind of a Texan that it is hard to 
keep from describing as rough, gruff, tough and 
two-fisted . . . or maybe three-fisted, when you 
get to know him. 


Maverick addressed a few gatherings last week, 
one of them that of Los Angeles Lodge B’nai 
B’rith. There were probably no conservative 
thinkers there, as such things go, but if there 
were, they must have been jolted by some of the 
things Mayor Maverick told them. .. . Like this: 
“Liberty means liberty for everybody—not just 
for yourself or your group.” Or: “If you don’t 
fight for the liberty of everybody, you won’t have 
any of your own to fight for.” 


The Jews in San Antonio, Maverick feels, are 
not blameless in this matter of civil liberties and 
the preservation of the rights of the people... . 
When Communists sought to hold a meeting in a 
San Antonio hall, a self-appointed vigilante gang 
that included five Jews, one a leader in the party, 
broke up the meeting “with force and violence,” 
on the theory that Communism is un-American 
and therefore Communists have no right to speak 
their minds. . . . When Maverick rebuked these 
heroic Jewish patriots, charging them with intol- 
erance and betrayal of the American spirit, the 
good, respectable Jews of San Antonio protested. 

A delegation came to wait upon Mr. Maverick, 
composed of rabbis and communal leaders... . 
They pleaded that they were not responsible for 


what their co-religionists had done. . . . They 
begged him to withdraw his rebuke. . . . Instead, 
Maverick charged them with the same intoler- 
ance—and proved he was right—by pointing out 
that not one of them had risen to remark to his 
congregation that Civil Liberties had been vio- 
lated ... that it was the duty of every Jew to 
protest again this violation, and to disclaim the 
act of the super-patriots. 

(One of the rabbis later told Maverick that he 
had stood up for the victims of the vigilantes, 
and that for his pains, his congregation chieftains 
advised him to concentrate on spirituality and 
morals and lay off the heavy stuff.) 

Maverick insists with some degree of reason 
(and with a delightful lack of knowledge of the 
extreme degree of disunity with which the Jew- 
ish people is endowed) that all Jews are respon- 
sible for the acts of some Jews. ... If anyone 
but Maverick said that, we’d be justified in giving 
out a piercing shriek: “Hitler!” When Maverick 
says it, it’s because, as a man of great native 
shrewdness, he knows that the people in general 
have pre-empted the attitude of blaming all the 
Jews for the acts of some of the Jews. ... The 
Jewish position in disclaiming this responsibility 
is legical, says Maverick, but who gives a damn 
about logic? ... In dealing with the masses of 
the people, logic, he is convinced, has never been 
a very good talking point. 

Maverick’s philosophy of life, his credo, his 
ideal, his advice to Jewry and general statement 
of policy probably sums itself up like this: “When 
you see a Mexican or a Japanese persecuted, you 
let your neck get scratched when you stick it out; 
let yourself get kicked around ... so that in the 
next rumpus, you won’t be left alone trying to 
save your own neck yourself.” ... He’s got some- 
thing there. . .. Good Shabbas,—The B’nai B’rith 
Messenger.

It seemed to me 
that this was the rarest of events, 
whether among Jews or non-Jews: 
A man, undistinguished either by 
wealth or fame, was being given 
distinguished honor for his simple 
character. 

I thought this was all rather 
creditable to us of this multitude: 
We were just honoring character. 
I guessed most of us were sick and 
tired of running from this Jewish 
forum to that, from one meeting 
to another, from this speakers’ 
table to that to appfaud glittering 





personalities. Sick and tired of 


reading in. the Jewish press the 
outgivings of Israel’s mighty 
men. (Their pictures are pushed 
into our eyes in every issue.) 

So it was really very comfort- 
ing to see such tribute given to one 
who had never made a speech, a 
humble man who served Israel by 
meek and gentle character. People 
were saying he was a prince, the 
noblest of them all, or they said 
he was God’s finest product—a 
gentleman.

Minnesota U. Press Publishes 
Book About Laws of Kashruth

MINNEAPOLIS—The Univer- 
sity of Minnesota Press this 
week published “The Kosher 
Code of the Orthodox Jew,” a 
literal translation of that por- 
tion of the 16th century codifica- 
tion of the Babylonian Talmud 
which describes such deficiencies 
as render animals unfit for food. 

Authors of the volume, which 
also contains a discussion of Tal- 
mudic anatomy in the light of 
the science of its day and of the 
present time, are S. I. Levin, 
Senior Rabbi of Minneapolis, and 
Edward A. Boyden, professor of 
anatomy at the University of 
Minnesota. 

An introductory note by Rabbi 
Levin expresses the hope that

the volume will be “of use not 
only to theological students, but 
to everyone who is interested in 
these dietary laws and their ori- 
gins in the culture of ancient 
Israel.” 





A prefatory note by Prof. Boy- 
den, which describes the transla- | 
tion as a “contribution to the | 
field of medical history,” states: | 

“The contributions of the an-| 
cient Hebrews to medicine and | 
hygiene have long been recog- 
nized, yet their anatomical ob- 
servations have received little at- 
tention, even by anatomists. This 
is presumably due to the fact 
that the Israelitic civilization 
never developed a systematic

Weizmann Leaves

NEW YORK—Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, president of the Jewish 
Agency, scheduled to leave Balti- 
more by Pan-American Clipper 
for London on Wednesday after 
a visit of nearly two months to 
the United States, declared that 
“the forward march in Palestine 
will not be stopped by what will 
inevitably become a scrap of 
paper.”

LONDON—Amid world-wide con- 


demnation of the British Govern- 
ment’s action, featured by demon- 
strations in Palestine and protest 
rallies in the United States, the 
Wednesday 
defeated a Labor Party motion cen- 
suring the Government for its Feb. 
28 ordinance restricting sale of 
Palestine land to Jews. 

“The House regrets,” the motion 
stated, “that, disregarding the ex- 
press opinion of the Mandates 
Commission that the policy con- 
tained in the White Paper on Pal- 
estine is inconsistent with the 
terms of the Mandate, and without 
the authority of the Council of the 
League, His Majesty’s Government 
has authorized issue of regulations 
controlling the transfer of land 
which discriminate unjustly against 
jone section of the inhabitants of 
| Palestine.” 

The last time a Palestine issue 
came up for debate, the Govern- 
ment won the verdict by the nar- 
row margin of eighty-nine votes. 
That was May 23, 1989, following 
issuance of the White Paper set- 
ting forth the British Govern- 
ment’s intention of establishing an 
independent Palestine State in 
which the Jews would be crystal- 
lized as a one-third minority.

Its program has been developed to include an educational pro- 
gram to inform groups through its lecture bureau on subjects con- 
cerning Jewish life and Jewish history. The speakers’ bureau has

in order to promote goodwill and offset harmful manifestations of 
anti-Semitism. It has cooperated with non-Jewish organizations 
and programs designed to educate for tolerance and understanding 
of all groups. The league distributes books and magazines contain- 


ing informative articles on aspects of Jewish life and customs.

THE NON-SECTARIAN ANTI-NAZI LEAGUE was organized 
to promote the boycott of German goods, and, in cooperation with 
other organizations, to combat Nazi activities in the United States. 
Investigation of the importation of German merchandise shipped 
to this country, and the concerns which handle the goods, are con- 
ducted by the Research Department, which is also active in stimu- 
lation of the manufacture in this country of products formerly im- 
ported from Germany. A monthly publication devoted to the fur- 
therance of the boycott, results of research work and discussions of

thing, and my friend had done all | 
that. 


He had made it a duty of his 
character that his way of life 
should reficct only good on Jews.

HIS had been of the teaching he 

had from the beginning of his 
life in the Lithuanian village from 
which he came. He had given up 
the phylacteries long ago, but the 
law of good life had remained as 
a frontlet between his eyes, as a 
sign updn his hand. 


The whispering in the funeral 
home before the service began was 
all about these merits of his char- 
acter. I thought of all the other 
ways of being Jewish that we hear 
about in every mail. Every mail 
was bringing me an appeal to sum- 
mon my Jewishness and every ap- 
peal called me to a different way 
of being Jewish. 


To be Jewish I am told I must 
join this, that—this one to fight; 
Nazis and that one to do some- 
thing about democracy. I am urged 
to support temple forums, and lit- 
tle girls come around to sell me 
flowers for something Jewish or 
other. To be a Jew I am informed 
I must be a member of committees 
and go to luncheons to do some- 
thing or other about anti-Semit- 
ism. 


I guess these things are all 
right, but I seldom hear of Juda- 
ism in relation to the good life, as 
exemplificd by my friend. The 
rabbis don’t speak much of that. 
Their minds are on the pain of 
Isracl, their sermons are often 
commentaries on foreign affairs 
about which I can get more and 
better from the experts. 


Yet, I thought, a good life like 
this is the sum of being Jewish 
end all the rest of it—this join- 
ing, these forums, these luncheons, 
this self-fiagellation, this hot na- 
tionalism—is on!y extra-curricular

HE large assembly at this 

funeral suggested that people 
understood this.

We had been troubled so much 
to find something Jewish to do;

Well, the time came for the 
service, but everything that the 
rabbis said had already been said 
in the whispered tributes of the 
dead man’s friends who found in 
his life the fulfillment of being a 
Jew.

General Jewish Council 
Flays U. 8. League’s 
Action In Front Case

NEW YORK—The General Jew- 


ish Council has issued a statement 
condemning the irresponsible ac- 
tion” of an organization calling 
itself the American League to 
Combat Anti-Semitism. Ine, “in 
presuming to prejudge the case of 
the seventeen members of the 
Christian Front who have been in- 
dicted for conspiracy in the Brook- 
lyn Federal Court.” 

The league, headed by one D. 
Selig Margolies, had issued a pub- 
licity release to the press announc- 
ing its decision to call a mass meet- 
ing to “take action favorable” to 
the Frontists. The release also 
said the league had sent a telegram 
to Charles E. Coughlin stating that 
“we are 100 per cent for acquittal” 
of the Frontists and asking the 
radio priest’s “valued cooperation” 
by assigning a speaker to the meet- 
ing. 

The council said it was regret- 
table that action should be taken to 
prejudge the trial, particularly “by 
|an individual who purports to act 
1as a Jewish organization—for the 
league is essentially a single indi- 
vidual, D. Selig Margolies. Such 
action is open to serious misunder- 
standing.” The council said “the 
league is essentially an irresponsi- 
ble agency—a conclusion which is 
amply confirmed by its most recent 
action. The council deems it neces- 
sary to issue this statement in or- 
der to prevent the creation of any 
misconception that Mr. Margolies 
speaks for any substantial group 
of Jewish people.”

The Editor’s Chair: 


I suppose (hope) you've noticed 
that The Post is now publishing 
both Alfred Segal’s “Plain Talk” 
and Phineas Biron’s “Strictly Con- 
fidential.” And now I can make a 
confession. Ever since I’ve been 
connected with the Anglo-Jewish 
press, I’ve always felt that Segal’s 
column was the finest thing in the 
whole field. As a point of history 
and braggadacio, I was the first 
editor to buy Segal’s column. That 
was long before he was syndicated 
by Seven Arts Feature Syndicate. 

Segal is today an associate edi- 
tor of the Cincinnati Post, a 
Scripps-Howard newspaper. For 
them he writes a daily column, 
which is extremely popular called 
“Cincinnatus.” About the year 1932 
I noticed he was writing a column 
for The American Israelite, the old- 
est Anglo-Jewish paper in the 
United States, and not long after- 
wards I made arrangements to buy 
the column for our Louisville paper. 
And we'were the first newspaper to 
buy his column. Later the Seven 
Arts Feature Syndicate added Se- 
gal to its staff, and, as long as we 
bought that service, we carried the 
column. 


When we took over The Jewish 
Post, the Indiana Jewish Chronicle 
was the owner in Indiana of the 
franchise for Seven Arts Feature 
Service. When four or five weeks 
ago that paper dropped the service, 
I immediately inquired about the 
possibility of buying it for The 
Post, with the result that last week 
we published “Strictly Confidential” 
and this week begin publication of 
“Plain Talk.” 

Mr. Segal, if you’ve ever met 
him, is not the bold, brutal type his 
writing would lead one to believe. 
In reality, he is a meek, retiring 
man, and wouldn’t harm a fly. In 
his writing he is as free as the 
wind. He is just as apt to condemn 
Reform Judaism as he is to attack 
Orthodoxy, or Zionism, or anything 
in.Jewish life which his keen mind 
leads him to believe is less that it 
is cracked up to be. 

We hope you get the same pleas- 
ure out of reading Segal’s column 
as we get out of welcoming him to 
our paper. His first column is a 
perfect “Segal” contribution, and is 
as like him as one wave is like an- 
other.

OW MUCH a part of Indiana Jewish life the 
Hillel Foundation “has become may be judged 

by the perusal of any week’s news from the 
Foundation at Bloomington or the Extension at 
Purdue. For example, Monday, the Terre Haute 
B’nai B’rith was host to the State Oratorical 
Finals which determined the Indiana contestant 
for the national contest to be held in Chicago, 
April 7. 

That Morton Goldberg, of New Castle, repre- 
senting the Indiana Hillel, won the Terre Haute 
elimination is only incidental to the fact that 
at both Indiana and Purdue Universities Jewish 


students are taking part wholeheartedly in activ- 
ities which give them a Jewish affiliation and 
background. Compare this to pre-Hillel days. 

Many parents who never give a thought to 
affiliating themselves with B’nai B’rith activities, 
are realizing to the same degree as those who 
fought for the establishment of a Hillel Founda- 
tion in our State, the fine results of this inculca- 
tion of a proud Jewish spirit in their children 
who heretofore away from their home Jewish 
environment were often eStranged permanently 
from their heritage. 


How Hopeless? 


ba WILL BE difficult for American Jews to 

comprehend the real shock that the English 
decision to cut off land sales to Jews in certain 
parts of the Holy Land, must have been to Pales- 
tinian Jewry. Here now, in the land that they can 
not visualize other than their homeland, they are 
being told that they must restrict themselves, 
ostensibly, to certain areas alone in a continua- 
tion of the process of whittling away which began 
when Transjordan was excliided from the Man- 
date, and which now finds its eventual culmination. 

For those anti-Zionists who rejoice exceeding- 
ly when misfortune befalls the hopes for a Jewish 
national homeland, it should be pointed out that 


the curtailment of land sales was announced 
some time ago, and did not come wholly unexpect- 
ed; that from time to time immigration has been 
offcially cut to practically nothing, yet thirty to 
fifty thousand Jews have entered the Holy Land 
in every year since 1930, and that leaders of Pal- 
estine Jewry are in a far superior position from 
the standpoint of stragetic power than at any of 
the other preceeding steps by Britain to withdraw 
from the promise of the Balfour Declaration. 

All England can do is to pass regulations and 
call on her troops. But just conjure the force in 
almost any direction both moral and physical that 
Palestine Jewry can call upon when faced with 
just such a crisis. 


Current Comment 


Shadow and Substance of Unity All That Has 
Been Achieved, American Israelite Quotes Dr. 
Stephen Wise as Saying—Lest any of our read- 
ers get the impression that we are a bit im- 
patient with the General Jewish Council as 
planned and as achieved, we give you the words of 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, president of the American 
Jewish Congress—which is one of the four con- 
stituent units of the Council—as he spoke in an 


address at the recent Washington convention of - 


the Congress. 

“Candor and honesty, as well as. the historical 
requirements of the hour, compel a frank state- 
ment of the case,” Dr. Wise said. “The facts 
indeed are that we have not achieved a working 
unity, that we have not been able to bring about 
a functioning unity. 

“We have had nothing more than the name and 
shadow of unity, its form rather than its sub- 
stance. 

“We shall not permit the Jewish people to rest 
under the false illusion that the General Jewish 
Council is a unified and functioning body which 
oversees and manages the whole field of Jewish 
affairs. 

“The very term, General Jewish Council, has 
lulled Jews to sleep, because of the impression 
that Jewish affairs generally are being cared for 
with vigilance by this all-embracing body repre- 
senting fairly and adequately all Jewish groups 
and elements when, in fact, the very terms of its 
founding limited the scope of union, and even 
these limiting terms have not been lived up to. 

“The court of last resort of the American Jew- 
ish Congress is not the General Jewish Council, 
which we recognize and accept despite professions 
to the contrary as a purely and solely consultative 
body. 

“The court of last resort of the American Jew- 
ish Congress is that great body of Jews from 
which it derives its support, which called it into 
being, the Jewish masses of America. The Jewish 
people of America must not only be kept con- 
tinuously informed of what is happening within 
the Council and within the life of American 
Jewry, but must be enabled to react upon the 
Congress and the General Jewish Council.” 

Once the Council becomes the representative 
American Jewish body which many of us hope it 
will become—embracing an accurate representa- 
tion from other groups—Dr. Wise and the lead- 
ers of other bodies wil] have to accept the fact. 

There is no reason why the United States can- 
not develop the Council into the same truly rep- 
resentative body which Britain has developed in 
the Board of British Deputies.

Synagogues Run Like Business, the Jewish 
Press of Omaha, Neb., Complains—The current 
“Readers Digest” reprints a provocative edito- 
rial from the magazine “Fortune,” in which the 
the shortcomings and failure of religious institu- 
tions in America are recounted. Aptly entitled 
“The Light That Failed,” the article points out 
that organized religion instead of being the spirit- 
ual leader, has actually lagged behind the people 
it should have helped. 


Unfortunately the comment is true, and is as 
much the problem of the Jews as that of Catholics 
and Protestants. Our rabbis may inveigh against 
those who do not enter the temple or synagogues, 
but perhaps the fault lies ‘not with those who 
should be occupying the empty pews. 


At a time when men are in desperate need of 
spiritual comfort, they are not finding it, and it 
is not because of any perverse nature of human 
beings. Religious leaders have failed to gauge the 
needs of their peoples, perhaps in part because 
of their own inability to understand those needs. 
They have not brought out the best in man, be- 
cause they have not bothered to rise above the 
evils of the world. 


Religious organizations have accepted, almost 
without question, the standards of a basically ma- 
terialist society. Success to our ministers is as 
much the outward success as the financial achieve- 
ments of the business executive. Synagogues jus- 
tify their existence on reports telling how many 
members belong to the congregation; how many 
attend services; how many attended this dinner 
and that book review; this synagogue function 
and that card party. 


The success of a rabbi is represented by the 
magnificent physical plant his congregation builds 
or maintains for him—not the expression to char- 
itable acts or gracious behavior. 


Religious success can never be measured by 
statistical or financial reports. Nor can a religious 
life be encouraged by congregation rivalries and 
internecine feuds. 

If present circumstances continue Judaism will 
go on only because of tradition and sentiment, 
but not because of the spiritual reservoir it can 
offer its followers. Our ministers may be gentle- 
men and scholars; they may be forceful and elo- 
quent orators; they may be well informed on the 
events of the day and profoundly moved by the 
injustices of the time; they may fulfill the func- 
tion of agents of goodwill. But yet their primary 
duty is to assist the layman in understanding the 
spiritual experience that will bring him into har- 
mony with the life he must lead,
